IMPEEIAL PARLIAMENT. 

Formal Opening of tbe New HOnse— 
Mr. W. Court Gully Be-elected 
' Speaker. 

Not a Dissentiufi: Voice -Blectloii of 
ttie First Commoner by 
Acclamation. 

London, Aug. 12.— Preparations for the 
asaembling of the House of Commons com- 
menged early this morning. One member 
arrived at 5 o'olook in the morning and 
waited outside nn til tbe bouae vras opened 
at G o'olook in order to havri the distlnotion 
of beiug tho first member to enter. Other 
memboro came in. later, until by 10 a.m. 
thirty places were eeourod on the govern, 
orient) side of the house, while only six seats 
had been taken on tbe opposition side. Mr. 
E. 6. Hatch, CoDBervati^e, who defeated 
Dr. Parkhnrst, Liberal, in Gorton division of 
Li^motishiro.wag the first lAember to enter tbe 
House of Commons to-day. Aa generally 
expected, Mr. W. CourtGnlly waa re-elected 
Speaker when the hoaee aseembled this 
afternoon without opposition. Ibero 
was a largo attendance of mem- 
bers. T^io government banobes at 
early hour wore crowded to 
excess and many inembors were compelled 
to take refuge on the cross b-nohes, which 
were not crowded early in tne day. The 
Liberal and Irish bonoiies were not crowded. 
Among the Irish meinbors was T. Healy, 
who Bat between T. 1'. O'Connor and Ed- 
ward Blako. There wore also preaenb on 
the Irish benches T. D. Sullivan, John Dil- 
lon, Chas. K. D. Tanner, and otlier distin- 
guished leaders of the Irish Nationaliat 
party. Later in tho day, however, tbe Lib- 
eral bonohoB became crowded and when the 
proceedings commenced tbe Liberals showed 
up in strong force. 

At 2:10 p.m. the usher of the blaok rod 
appeared at the bar of tbe house and all 
talking was immediately hashed. The 
members were theo formally rftjaested to 
attend the House of Lords and hear tho 
reading of the royal cominissiou opening the 
new pariiamonb. Thereupon Sir Reginald 
Francis Donoe Palgrave, K C.B , clerk of 
the House of CommoDB, followed by a num- 
ber of members, prooeodt d to the House of 
Lorda, where the royal ooromiaaion was 
read. On their return Rt. Hon. A. J. Bal- 
foni^ and Sir William Vernon Haroonrt en- 
tered the houae asd were londly cheered. 
Rb.' Hon. J. Chamberlain, who followed, 
was received with loud ories. 

Rb. Hon. Sir John R, Mowbray, Barb., 
moved tbe re-election of Mr. William Court 
Gully as Speaker of the House of Commona, 
and congratulated the boase upon being able 
to open ita proceeding] with such an act and 
witlioub a dissenting voice. The Liberal 
whip, Mr. Thomas Ellis, seconded the mo- 
tion and complimented the Conservative 
leader, Mr. Balfour, on the course be had 
taken in this connection. Mr, Gully then 
thanked the bouse for the honor done him, 
which ho said ho did nob think he owed to 
personal conoidotations but to the manner in 
which he hoped he had acquitted himself 
dnring his term of ofiico. The Speaker 
was then conducted to the chair amid 
loud clieera from all parts of the house. 

Upon assuming the chair Mr. Guily again 
thanked the house for tho honor done him. 
and the mace was then laid upon tbe table. 
Mr. Balfour congratulated Mr. Gully upon 
bis re-election in a few words, expressing 
confidence in bis impartiality. Sir William 
Hnrcourt, on behalf of the Llberale,, alao 
congratulated Mr. Gully, but it waa noticed 
that he was nob cheered as warmly as Mr. 
Balfour. The House of Commons then ad- 
journed.

The "Times' " Estimate of the Strength 
of the Irish Party-The 
"Bltoe" Disaster. 

Situation Mure Serious in Cuba- 
British Troops to Punish 
Aft'ican Tribes. 



London, Aug. 1.'5. — Tho Times estimates 
tho strength of tho Irish party as follows : 
Dillonltes, 39 ; Hoalyites, 36 ; doubtful, 2. 

Hon, Edward Blake, member of parlia- 
ment for tbe Sonth diviaion of Longford, is 
going to Toronto and thence to New Zea- 
land, 

Tho Qnancial article in tho Times says : 
" Wo have received a copy of Murat Hal- 
atead'a ' White Dollar.' Ho desires to 
maintain a double standard with a varying 
ratio, a plan which has been tried by all 
countries in the past and found to produce 
serious Inconvoniencoa. Apart from this 
error his views are scneiblo and sound." 

Baron Farror writes to tho Times this 
morning to ask tho president of tbe bimetal- 
lic league what efloot tho adoption of inter- 
national bimetallism by agreement at what- 
ever ratio he considers juat wonld have on 
tho position of owners of ailver and those 
with whom they deal. 

Lucion Bonaparto Wyso is dead. He was 
early diatingulsbed for bis explorations in 
Central America. He negotiated with tho 
Colombian government the extension of tho 
concession for tbe Panama Canal. 

The JapanoBO army of South Formosa 
decisively routed the rebels on August 7 
and 8. 

The Times this morning publishes a dis- 
patch from Havana dated August 7, which 
says that General Jimioez Morano has as- 
snmod the chief command of tho troops in 
the Province of Santiago do Cuba. The 
insurgents are increasing in the 
Province of Matanzis. Tbe foroo 
of 1,300 ofiBoera and men of local volunteers 
from Havana, which baa been drawn for 
active service, oauaoa the impression that 
tbe aitnation ia more grave. The suppres- 
sion of the news encoursgaa the 
wildest rumors adverse to Spain. 
The recent Madrid appointments 
giving all tbe posts in Cuba to Spaniards, ia 
oriticised as proof that Spain is detormined 
nob to allow Cubms aoy sbaro in the ad- 
ministration. Tbe appointment of Cabczas 
as director of finance is especially de- 
precated. 

An expedition consisting of four hundred 
men, and composed of British sailors, Sou- 
danese and Askaris, having with it a couple 
of Maxim rapid firing guns and a seven- 
pounder, has started from Mombassa to 
punish the tribes in revolt near thoro. Ad- 
miral LawBon and General Matthews are 
accompanying the expedition. Fighting is 
expected. 

Prince Ferdinand has arrived at Sofia 
and received an enthusiastic official re- 
ception, and was cheered by tbe public. 

The Gorman court of inquiry into tbe 
Elbe disaster holds that tho blame for tbe 
oolllBlon must bo attributed to tho mate of 
the Craithie, who deserted bis post im- 
mediately before the occurrence,

Immense Bun of Salmon in the Fraser 
Klver-Few Canneries 
Prepared. 



Phenomenal Takes—State of the Pack 
So Far — The Bun 
Still On. 



Government Inquiry Into the Ground- 
ing of the " Warrlmoo "-Bail- 
way Contractor Dead. 



Satisfactory Test of the New Illumin- 
ant, Acetyline— A Decidedly 
New Departure. 



(From Our Own Correanondent.) 

Ott.\wa, Aug. 12 — VA'^ord waa reooived 
at tbe Department of Inland Revenue to- 
day of tbe death of James Wood, of Brock- 
ville, father of Controller John F. Wood. 
Tho Controller ia somewhere In the Lake 
St. John distric^, and up to to-nighb the 
officials hid not been able to communicate to 
him bio father's death. Mr. Wood had been 
for many years a woU known railway con- 
tractor, and was 86 years of ago. 

The Captain of tho Warrlmoo has asked 
for an Isquiry into tho grounding of the 
atfeamer on Bonilla Point, and the depart- 
ment has ordered tbe agent at Yiotoria to 
hold a preliminary Investigation. 

Mr. Sutherland, the Liberal whip, had 
Sir Adolph Caron and several of the leading 
departmental oEBcora to view a test in tbe 
patent ollico to-day of acetyline, tbe now 
illumtnant which is to be manufactured for 
cxporimenttti purposea. It is the product 
of the romorkablo reaoaroh of T. L. 
Wilson, 01 WoedatocU, Mr. Suthorland'a 
homo. The teat to-day waa made 
with a amall improvised gt»s holder 
and a couple of reduced gaa burners, 
giving a sceody intenao white light of S.OO 
candles, burned at tho rate of five cubic feet 
per hour, or 12^ times more light than tho 
fquivalont of ordinory illuminating gaa. 
Aoolylino or calcium carbide ia tho product 
of common limestone and coal, and reeom- 
blesaohunk of unslackod lime. Immeraed 
in woter it gives ofT gas in the proportion of 
5^ cubio feet for oaoh pound used. Under 
tbe prrcess gas can bo mE:.nnfaotnred for 60 
oentB per thouaand feet. The now .material 
has created a sensation here. 



JAPANESE CABINET CBISIS. 

Count Ito and Other Frominent UinlBtera 
Besign. 

Nkw York, Aug. 12. — A special to tho 
World from Tokio, Japan, says : " A 
cabinet orisia hos developed hero. Count 
Ito, tho prime minister, waa created 
B matquia without his knowledge. 
Feeling himself placed in a falae position 
ho refused the promotion whilo certain of 
his ooUeoguos remained unbonorud. Ho has 
left the capital and will nob return until 
tho question is sottiod. Count Yamagata, 
tho war miniater, declined tho title of Mar- 
quis for similar reatons.

Vancouvi-:i!, Aug. 12 — Tho great sook« 
eye run was last nigit as heavy as any on 
record, and to-day it continues equally 
good. The canneries, exoapb whore oou' 
tracts were in foroe, would take no fiah 
after daybreak this morning, tho receipts 
then running from 2.'), 000 to 75,000. The 
citohos ran away up to 1,200 to the boat, 
and fishing was nearly equal all along the 
river. The boats averaged fully 400 each, 
and 2,200 boats were at work. Four to five 
hundred fiah to the drift were common, and 
so great were tho drifts that many fishermen 
bad hard work to aave tbeir neta, which 
sank with the weight of fiah. 

The following report) was received from 
Woutminster ac 8 p m. in reference to the 
aalmon run: "The aockeye caboh is far 
ahead of expectations. Last night at bhe 
mouth of the river some boats caught 1,200. 
One boat cxcoeded that numbor. Ooe 
thousand was an ordinary catch to the boat. 
The average at tho mouth of the river was 
fully 'too to tbe boat. Opposite and above 
tho city the average per boat was 300, the~ 
highest catch being 750. Yesterday num- 
bers of tho fortunate fishermen made con- 
tracts for :i0c and 2oc per fieb. 

"Aa soon aa tbe neta were in the water 
prices fell with a thud. To-day fish ia sell- 
ing lower, but at no settled price. It is a 
deplorable fact bhat few canneries are pre- 
pF rod for tho unexpected run. Cans are 
scarce and little or no tins are to bo had, so 
that the pack will nob be muoh above tbe 
estimate of the packers, for there will not 
be tins enough to pub tbe salmon in." 

Latest from Woatminster to Vancouver 
by telephone :—" All afternoon and even- 
ing tho run is aa heavy as over. Tbe river 
is literally blocked with fish and the Oan- 
norios have refused to accept any more 
salmon. Ooe remarkable incident illustrat- 
ing the quantity of aookeyes in the Fraaer 
occurred tbia afternoon. David Grey and 
Chester Jackson sank their net ^ and 
in less than ten nalDr.tea the oorka 
had disappeared with the weight of the fiah. - 
To savo tho net they hauled the fiah, net and 
all, into the boab. The boat narrowly 
escaped being swamped. One cannery on 
tho river took 70,000 fish before th^ey refnsed 
offers to-day. Late to-night there was no 
abatement in tbe run, but tbe canneries are 
filled up and can handle no more fish for tbe 
present." 

From Stoveaton by telephore: "During 
the last 24 hours to this afternoon, from 
Winche's cannery to the gulf, 120,000 
salmon were taken. Most of the canneries 
here can handle all the fish oflered. Owing 
to the dense maaa of nets at the .noubh of 
the river the run is nob so heavy here." 

Tbe pook will bo much larger than bad 
been expeoted, and to-night there ia a com- 
paratively big run on.

INTEEVENTION DEMANDED. 

Foreign Besidents of Tientsin Appeal for 
Asslatauce and !:iay Uiplomacy 
(s TjBelesa. 

Tientsin, Aug. 12 — A meeting of for- 
eign residents of tbia city was hold here 
to-d-iy, and it was decided to communi- 
cate by cable the necessity of the imme- 
diate intervention in China, upon tbe part 
of the British and United States govern- 
ments, and the following telegram waa 
accordingly prepared, as an expreaeion 
of the sentiments of the foreign resi- 
dents of Tlontsln, and as an appeal tor 
asaiatanco : " The foreign community of 
Tientsin expresses its oympathy with the 
friends of tho Ku Cheng victims. They 
consider the Cbinose ofiiciala guilty, and 
British and Amorloana blamo tho continued 
apathy of their government for the situa- 
tion. They regard England's demand 
for an itqulry Into tho Ku Cheng 
maaauoro to be useless, fcr, as before, 
tho ofUciala will buy innocent heads and 
eub^tituto them for tho actual oriminais. 
They protest ogainat tho Szoohuen oommis- 
aion because there aro oilicials of tho prov- 
ince on it who are implioited in the charges 
which are to be investigated. England and 
America must send an ultimatum threaten- 
ing reprisal, etc.

On the Northern Rivers-It Will Be 
Under Two Hundred 
Thonsand Cases. 



A Two-Thirds Pack For the Skeeua— 
Other Late News of 
the North. 



The C.F.N, steamer Danube arrived from 
the North yesterday morning, oompieting a 
voyage that had been reifdered extremely 
disagreeable by rain, aleet and wind. Her 

principal items of Northern news are regard- 
ing tho work at tho canneries, many of 
which have now cloaed down for tho season. 
Tho oatohea obtained have been generally 
satiafaotory, elsewhere than on the Skeena, 
although at Rivera Inlet the pack is oon- 
eiderably short of antioipations owing to un- 
favorable fishing weather. Tho Naaa river 
catchoB, however, in a groat meusuro fulfil 
tho hopes of tho cinnora, while on tho 
Skeona a two-thirds pack was obtained, aa 
looked for early in the aeaaoD. Tho total 
pack to date ia Baid to be 
171 yOO caaea for tho sixteen canneriea, or 
4M,.'>UU caaea more tiian last year, when there 
were but twelve canneriea in operation. A 
still greater inoreaan will yot be made before 
the Beuaon ia quite closed, though the com- 
pariBon of tho paoka will not bo materially 
altered.

Oati'age Planned by Native 
Officials— China Very Ready 
to Fay Indemnity. 



Mrs. Hartwoll, of KIngpton, who was one 
of the viotima of tho now famous Chong-tzu 
" missionary riota " of May last, arrived 
here from China by the Viotori* on Sunday 
morninj;, en route to her Ontario home with 
her two lUtle ones. Hhe has not yet fnlly 
recovered from the ezoesslve nervous strain 
of that eventful period, nor is sho likoly 
ever to forget tho cxporionco. The atory of 
the ttttaok upon tho " fotoiga devils" 
gathers fresh intoresb when told by this 
eyoiwitness, and her narrative makes plain 
several important points which have hereto- 
fore been but imporfeotly undoratood owing 
to the meagrouesB of the o..li1od reports. 

It was four years ago that tho Methodist 
Church of Canada Bonc to tho diatunt prov- 
ince of Ohuau tho missionary band of 
which Rev. and Mrs. Hartwell wore mem- 
bers. It wae known as tho Hart party, and 
was made up of the Rev. Dr. Hart, D^-, Kll- 
mour aud hia wifo, Dr. and Mrs. Stevenaou, 
Mr. and Mrs l<>adicott, and Rev, and Mrs. 
Hartwell. Thsir field of labor lay far np 
the YaDgtBe, about two monthi' journey by 
native boats from lohang, the head of steam 
navigation. Chen tzu, at which tho miasion 
and hospital woro ostablishod, ia the provin- 
cial capital— a oily so largo that no appreci- 
able decrease in the population was notice- 
able when 40,000 of the Inhabitants 
were carried off by the oholera in 
one short summer aoisoii. The Mothodlab 
mission was one of four establlahod in tho 
ancient city, the Roman Citholio priesthood 
having been eni^aged in mlaaionary Effort 
there for upwards of a century prior to the 
arrival of the Protestant worUurs. All four 
missions woro progrosainf^ famously ; the 
pioneers of Moth<jiiem had ljuilt a fine brick 
chapel, greatly improved thoir residential 
quarters and erooted and equipped o men's 
hospital and diaponsary, with a woman's 
ward olso well under way. Dr. Stoveneon 
having upwards of '200 patients under treat- 
meof, when tho trouble oamo. No one had 
anlioipated danger of any kind, the fact of 
the city being oooupied by officials and 
soldiery beini; taken as a guarantee against 
any hostile demonstration. 

Subsequent events proved, however, that 
the source of the supposed strength 
was in reality a cause of weakness 
— for the attack upon the missions and 
the driving out of the foreigners was found 
to h tve been planned by no less a person 
than tho Governor Oeneral of Taotal him- 
self. The cfBcials of the goveroment Btood 
by and either directed or silently acqaieaoed 
in the oarrying out of these plans, wnile the 
attack proper was made by the Go-low- 
whey. This Is a strong semi- military 
organ's ttion whose plans are developed In 
abaolnte sporeoy and whose braDches extend 
throughout all China. Tho Veeetarlaup, 
who were responsible for the Hwa Sang 
massacre, compose a division of the Go low- 
whey, and tiieir declared polioy is to expel 
the foreign residents and ultimately to do- 
pose the reigning dynasty of tho Flowery 
Kingdom. 

So •quietly had the preparations been ad- 
vanced at Cheng-tzu that the people of the 
miesions had no inkling of possible trouble 
until it was upon them. On Sunday, the 
26th of May, they had taken their nsual 
walk through the city without threat or 
hint of molestation ; the next day they 
were defending themselves against an angry 
mob of savages. The Monday was soleoted 
for the hostile demonstration, doubtless ba- 
cauee it was the feast day of the fifth 
month, and the forces of the Oo low-whey 
could therefore be mustered on the parade 
ground adjoining the missions without ex- 
citing suspicisn. The mission people noticed 
only that the crowd was a very large one 
and that the plnm rcramble was partici- 
pated in with unusual animation. 

Mrs. Ilartwell's little daughter had been 
spending the day with Mrs. Stevenson's 
family, her playfellows, And at 5 o'clock Mr. 
Hartwell went over to aooompany her 
home. On their way aoross the parade 
ground they were fallowed fay a jeering 
body of big boys — the native hobo element 
— and M they Beared their own gate several 
stones were thrown. Then two or three 
large cobbles camp over the wall, attached 
to one being an icfltrnmatory placard copies 
of whioh had just baen distributed at the 
games, charging the foreigners with the 
killing of native children for their religious 
rites, and calling upon tho Chinese popu- 
lanoe to rid the city of them. 

Ky thia document tho mieaionarlna were 
able to underatand tho nature und the ex- 
tent (f thoir danger, and prcpurutiona for 
dofenco were immediately mudo. First came 
vuUoys of Btonos ; then a rush wuh niiuio up- 
on tho gates and they aaauredly would have 
been forced had not a few revolver shots 
Bent whistling in tho direction of tho mob 
had tho doflircd result of scattering thorn 
like timid sheep. 

Tho next twenty-four hours aaw tho mis- 
sionaries and their families flying in stoalth 
from ono place to another of finoied aecur- 
Ity, tho soldiers giving no aid to them 
and death being momentarily looked 
for. Tho miaaion buildings were soon 
looted, and it was not until all woro gath- 
ered together in tho peatllontial yamen that 
the persecuted whites were able tobrcalho 
freely. I'hey were de'ained at tho nutivo 
prison two days — chiefly for their protec- 
tion, though nominally on a charge nf excit- 
ing riot — and then, through the efforts of 
the British oonsul, their release and protec- 
tion from further molestation were secured. 
All save Mrs. Hartwell determined to 
remain and continue the work so roni^hly 
intermptcd ; failing health and the interests 
of her children induced Mrs. Hartwell to 
return to Canada. 

Reparation haa, of course, been demanded 
and Rov. Dr. Hart is now at Peking proeaing 
tho claim. Tho Uhinoso appear very anxious 
to pay substantial money damages, but 
owing to tho foot that tho tomb of a pioneer 
priest was violated by the rioters, tho Froc oh 
are inaisting on somothing more than thia in 
Batisfaotion. Mrs. Hart well apeaka in terms 
of high praiao of tho prompt and euorgotio 
action of the liritiah consul, and dieaKroes 
with tho petition of the Shanghai American 
colony to Washington. Tho oitl/.sns of tho 
United States, sho says, cannot do bettor 
than leave tho adjustment of thoir claims in 
tbo hands of tho liritish ofHoial.

TEACHING THE FARMERS. 



Travelling Dairy to Visit This Prov 
iace Towards tlie £ud of 
the Uontli. 



Practical Information Given in a Prac- 
tical Way— Tlie Programme For 
Yancoaver Island. 



VA'ord has bsen received by Mr. J. R. 
Anderson, deputy minister of agriculture, 
that Professor Jamoa W. Robertson, tho 
Dominion dairy commissioner, has made ar- 
rangements for a travelling dairy to visit 
British Columbia towatdi the end of the 
present month. The Orst place visited will 
bs Agasaiz, on August 30 and 31. 

Professor Kobortson wrote that the dairy 
would probably roach Victoria on September 
20 or 21, and remain two weeks 
on the Island. As thia would not 
be in time for the agricultural 
eshibition hero, Mr, Anderson telegraphed 
asking that tho date for Victoria be changed 
to September 20 and 21, and although no 
reply has as yet been received, the dates 
for the two weeks' have been fixed as fol- 
lows : 

Victoria — At exhibition grounds, Friday 
and Saturday, September 20 ond 21. 

Cedar Hill — M?nday aud Tuesday, Sop 
tenibor 2.') and 2-i. 

Saanich — At ogrioaltural hall, Wednes- 
day and Thursday, September 25 and 20 

Metohosin — Friday and Saturday, Sop- 
taniber 27 and 28. 

Duncan — At agricultural hall, Monday 
and Tuesday, September 30 and October 1. 

Nanaimo— Thursday and Friday, Ootober 
3 and 4 

Prof. Boberlson hopes to be here at tbo 
same time as the dairy. He will visit the 
majority of the farming districts in the pro- 
vince, with the exception perhaps of Comox, 
where it will be impoasible to send tho dairy 
this trip. 

In his letter to Mr, Anderson, Prof. 
Roberts >n ufys ho will "endeavor to 
organiz-3 tho dairy work in the provioi' i in 
such a way as to promote a speedy and 
healthy development of it," 

The circulars sent out by the commis- 
sioner s'ate that the object of tho 
" dairies " is to afTord those engaged in but- 
ter making an opportunity to gather exact, 
practical and helpful information regarding 
all parts of tho process. Tho outfit consista 
of ono expert butter maker and an assistant, 
with dairy utenaila, including a centrifugal 
cream separator, a churn, a butter worker 
aad a liabcock milk tester. To enable the 
farmers, their wives and their familiee to 
get as much benefit as possible from the 
practical teaohiogs of the dairy, icis advised 
that a local committee in every place to be 
visited should arrange for a supply of about 
ten gallons of sweet whole milk and about 
two gallons of uroam. Farmers are invited 
to bring samples of whole, skimmed milk or 
buttermilk to be tested ; about half a tea 
cupful is autricient for each sample. 

The dairy will be taken to Westminster 
daring the exhibition there in October. Mr. 
Sharp, of the experimental farm, Agasaiz, 
has the arrangement of the other meetings 
on the Mainland. Mr. Anderson, deputy 
minister of agriculture, drew up the list for 
the Island as advautaBeoualy as possible 
within the limits est by Professor Robert- 
son.

CANADIAN QROWLBRS. 

The Intemperate language used by soma 
of tho newspapars of the Dominion would 
lead a stranger to believe that Canadians 
are a fierce and violent people, ready to re- 
sort to extreme measures whonpabllo affairs 
are not) managed in the way that they ap- 
prove. To judge by the war like tone of 
newspaper articles and the profaBeoeas with 
which fiery epithets and offensive pbraeea 
are used, it might be supposed that the 
country was on the verge of oivil war, and 
thab the excited and angry writers were pre- 
pared to thonlder their riQes and risk their 
Uvea in defence of their principles. 
For instance, whab conoluaion would 
« man who knew nothlof; about 
Canadian journalism and tho ways 
and mannera of Canadian journal- 
iata, arrive at aa to the state of the coun- 
try when be read in a journal, supposed to 
be respectable, the following passage : 

" Does Manitoba want bo Ite whipped into 
subjection by force of arms? la it aching 
for a third Northwest expedition ? Then 
let it continue to insult the Dominion Gov- 
ernment and call in question the jurisdiction 
of the Imperial Privy Gounoil. Groenway 
on his ant-hill would oollapse as quiokly as 
Rial before an army representing the British 
Empire.'' 

A 8br anger would ba jostified in conolud- 
ing that the country mual be on the verge 
■ of revolution and that preparations for oivil 
war must be very far advanced before any 
newspaper editor in his sober senses would 
permit such language to appear in the edi- 
torial columns of his paper. But the ooun- 
try from Capo Breton to British Columbia 
ia t^uiet and peacafal. Tbe interest that is 
lelt in tbe Manitoba sohool qnestion has nob 
produced, oven in Manitoba, anything like 
excitement ; and the people of the other 
provinoes appear to be already getting 
tired of the subject, Most likely 
tho writer, who has worked himself 
into a fine frenzy on tho subject, 
really regards it with philosophical in- 
difference. It would be safe to wager that 
ha holds the enthusiaabio aaserbors of the 
rights of Manitoba's minority in as 
high OBtoom aa he does the advocates 
of the claima of the majority of 
thab Province. The probability ia that 
he did not intend bo exproaa himself intem- 
perabely or to aiy anything bhab any lover 
of peaoo and harmony could find fault with. 
He and tho olasa to which he balongs have 
an exoacdlnijly llmitod vocibulary. They 
havo got into tho Imbil of uaing certain 
words and phra^oa without enquiring very 
closely inbo thair significance, and they are 
nob at all particular aa bo the way in which 
bhoy apply them. The consequence is that 
their consuro is ofcon violent and offiinaivo 
whon thoy intend it to bo tomporato and im- 
personal, and their praise is fuiaomo and 
fiatterlng when they desiro to express only 
a moderate degree of commendation. lb 
would ba really intereating to know how 
much of the vilifioa tion and acarilHty that 
appear ' in aome nawspapera is due to 
poverty of language rather than deliberate 
intention to insult and annoy. 

Firo-o»ting articles and speeches must 
oonBei|Uontlj' ho taken with many grains of 
allowanou, Tho writers and speakers moat 
probably do noo mean half that they say 
Many of them, we are convinced, would bo 
surprised and diagnsted if tho true moaning 
of the exproaaiona bhey havo act into tho 
habit of using woro explained to thorn. 
Thoy do not weigh tho words thoy uao, and 
thoy aro very far from expecting that their 
readera wlU ba matb disorimlnatiDg than 
they are. This habit of using worda with- 
oab oonslderiog bhelr real valuo is a bad 
ona and one bhab leads readera to make a 
falao egtimato of tho publio opinion which 
those oaroloas writers uro supposed to ex- 
preaa, bub ib ia, we aro glad to notice, now 
far less oommon that lb used to be. 



WnOLBSOMB PHILOSOPBT. 

A letter written by Mr. Charles NordhofT 
to American wage workers contains a good 
deal of sound political doctrine, and many 
inatrnotive facta and fignres. He reminds 
tho wage-carnera thab if bad laws are on- 
ikctod, and if there are lawleasless and dis- 
order iu tho country, ihs fault ia to a great 
extent their own. He aays : 

Unfortunately for ua all, tho wogo 
workere, who aro tho nmas of voters in thia 
oountiy, have for many years careleanly 
toltratod and even aupportod tho ouactmonc 
of vicious and oco aided lawo, impairing 
their own liberlioe, narrowing their own 
chances for independence and ptospcrity, 
and giving to tho few, but shrewd membera 
of tho epeoulating oiaas, unfair ohances in 
1 fe. 

Bat thia is not all. The wage workers in 
this country, to whom peace, good order, 
the faithful and above all tho prompt execu- 
tion of tho laws aro of the most vital oon- 
sequonce, havo not required even this. Hut 
their comfort and security aro involved in 
this far more than tho comfort and security 
of the rioh. When you road of girla and 
women insulted in tho streotj of our greot 
ckiee, of ganga of yahooa and ruliiana in- 
feoting atreot corners and attacking poace- 
ublo passera-by, of murders orrobberiop, and 
general inscourity, these things do not hap- 
pen on the Fifth avenue, bub on the numer- 
ouB other atrcets and avenues inhabited by 
tbe respectable wage workera. If you 
obooce, you need not tolerate these lawloss 
outrages ; you can have in your own quar- 
bera peace, good order, security for your 
wives and daughters ; you oan even have 
clean streets J 

Vou have only to unite for those good 
things, and demand them. You'll get them 
if you do this. 

Anything within the hounds of law ia pos- 
sible to UB, tbe voters ; and therefore I am 
saying th»b if there is diaoontent and dia- 
coniforb you have yourselves almost entirely 
to blame. 

Ib would be well if all who undertake to 
advise bha people of the United Sbabea were 
as honest and aa outspoken aa Mr. Nordhoff. 
Unfortunately very many of their self-con- 
atitutod inatructors do little else than flitter 
thorn. Thoy exert all their powers to make 
tho wage-earnera believe that tho evila from 
which bhey auSerand the ills with which so- 
ciety ia allllcted have been broogbb upon 
them by mon who are represented aa the ene- 
mlca of tho people. The workingmen are 
made to believe til kt thoy are victims and 
martyra, who auilorfrommltfortuneabrought 
upon them by cipitalista and monopolists, 
and numbers of others who are sab down as 
•' bbe olaaaes," and.ib is nob aa maoh aa hint- 
ed that many of thcae misforbnnea have 
bbeir origin in the nee, the miause or tho 
non-use of the powera they posaoas aa citi- 
zens of a free and self-governing country. 

One of the eviU on which the American 
demagogue expatlabea With great effasion is 
the currency evil. The Governmenb of tbe 
country is to blame, ib Ib said, for nob giving 
the people more money, and ib it prevented 
from making all tho money that tho people 
require by tho bankers and the millionaires, 
Mr. NoidhofF ahowa the wage-earners that 
there ia no olass in the country more deeply 
Intereated in having sound moDey — money 
that everyone everywhere will gladly take 
for whab he has bo sell — bhan the wage- 
earners. Ho soya : 

1. — Ib is abaolutely noceaaary to the proa- 
parity of tho wage-worker thot tho dollar 
which ho works for, and in which he ia paid, 
shall bo the best dollar in the world ; tho 
dollar which will buy the most overy- 
whoro ; and that there shall bo no uncer- 
tainty about its valuo. Voo earn it only to 
spend it, and you want to gat as much aa 
poosiUlo for it. But tho maaa of wage-work- 
ers in this country have, through careless- 
ness and ignorance of their own right and 
advantage, allowed our currency to fall into 
a mixed aud thoroughly bid condition for 
them — though ib is nob so bad for specula- 
tors. Daring the late war, when gold en- 
tirely disappeared from airoulatlon, and we 
bad only legal tender paper dollars, and a 
groat abundance of tbem, your fathers' 
wdgea wore paid in dollars worth some- 
tlmea eovonty-five cenba, soonebimea aa low 
aa sixty-eix conta ; which means that whon 
an employer paid us our wagea In "dollars" 
— in legal tender dollars — thesedoUara were 
worth only seventy-five or seventy or sixty. 
alx oonts apiece. 

You can eaeily see that under auch a legal 
tender arrangement thoro was among hard- 
workinp men aud their familioa great and 
koeii niifloring. 

liut 1 noticed that in thoac same daya of 
depreciated legal tender millionaires rapidly 
inoreased. 

There are many who try to gain the good- 
will and the political support of the wage- 
earners by representing them as being ox- 
oeedingly poor, Mr. Nordhofi', although ho 
readily admits that thoro ia a groat deal too 
muob poverty in tho Und, reminda his read- 
ers that the workers have a soug llbble sum 
In the savings banks, and thab they havo 
rranagod to build housea for thomaolvoa and 
to accumulate in ono way and another u 
great deal of property. Tho incroaae of do- 
posits in tho suvinga banka of MajaachuBotta 
alono '.vas aeventeen millions in ISDI, 
and ten niillione in 1893. This, as 
he remarks, was not so bad for a 
time of doep dopresaion. It must, ho aaya, 
" surely be a good showing that in the 
midst of a real and general dopresaion of in- 
dustry 4,777,087 persona should liold de- 
posits in tho savings banks. If you strike 
off 777,687 of theaa as not being wage 
workers, there atill remain foucmllliona of 
depositors who work for wages, and arc 
even In these hard times able to lay by 
Bomothing for a rainy day." 

The wago-earnera of the United States 
aro not as prosperous and as happy aa ho 
would like them to be, but he aaya : 

With at least four millions of working- 
mon, by which I mean wage workers and 
farmers, insuring thoir lives ; with more 
than four mtllionR having money in aavlnge 
banks, with c- million icir! thrpn-ciuartere of 
mombora of building and loan aeBociationa, 
who liave in tho onurso of thoir momberahip 
built thomBolves ;il4,755 homos and 28, t5!l 
ahopa and other housoa out of thoir savings, 
at a coot of S5l!9, 000,000, nob the worst 
grumbler oan doubt that, with all that ia 
amiss with ua, thoro remains a very largo 
and solid aubatratum of fairly prosporoua 
wogo workera. " There's life in tho old 
ship yet." 

Mr. Nordhoff is right. The people of tho 
United States, an'd wo may add, of Canada 
— the wage-earning elaea and all obhor 
olaaaes— would do well to look at tite bright 



aide of things and count up the advantages 

thoy possess rather than to be, perpetually 
brooding over grievances, real and fancied, 
and thoy should also remember that for very 
many of tho ovila of which thoy complain 
they have a remedy at hand if they only 
know how to apply it.

Franco for some time back has been 
greatly atrougthcning hetstlf in the Medi- 
terranean. She has boon long wanting a 
safo po; on that sea in which her ships of 
war could readily rtfit and in which thoy 
could remain secure until it was aafe for 
them to put to sea. Tbe Frenob bave always 
envied Great Britain the posseasion of Gib- 
raltar and Malta. They have moro than 
onoo attributed tho failure of cherished de- 
signs to the want of pnrts on the Mediter- 
ranean properly situated. Well, they hivo 
witliin tho last three yeara conotruotod a 
harbor large enough to acoommodato thoir 
whole fleet and atrong enough to bid defi- 
anoo to attack. This harbor is on tho north 
ooust of Tunis. Thoro is at BIzerta a largo 
lake separated from tho sea by a great 
bank of eund. Tho French Govorumont 
has out a canal through this eandbaok 1,040 
yards long, 131 yards wide, and 27 feet 
deep, This canal makes Lake Bfzarba ono 
of the finest harbors in the world, and quito 
spaoloua enough for all practical uses. Tho 
entrance to tho canal is protected by two 
great jetties which, of themBolvea, form a 
harbor of no inconsiderable area, L^styear 
small Bteamera were able to get into tho 
lake, and in June of the present year the 
oanal was ao far finlahod aa to enable ahips 
of war to enter the new harbor. 

"The naval port," says tho New Vork 
Horald, " is in tho central part of tho salt 
lake with a depl li of from 123:/ foot to 42 feet. 
All aronnd the lake will beoonstruoted the var- 
lona military eababllahmenta required tor the 
naval port, arsenals, building slips, foundries, 
powder magazines, maatlngs, refitting dooke, 
provision storehoasea, aohocls, lurracks, oto. 
Tho hoigbta which oommand the town and 
lake will bo furnished with fortifioationa in 
accord wlbh their topographical Importance. 
Id this land-looked horbor the entire French 
Moditeranean flaet could ride In safety, and 
ib la aaaerted that they oould be aa aecure 
from tho enemy outside ae If they were ly- 
ing in an artiflolal baaln In the oentre of 
Franco." 

It is said that the oonstruotion of thia for- 
midable harbor haa been almost, if not al- 
together, a aurprtee to tbe Government of 
Great brltain. Bub thia ninsb be a miabake. 
The British authoritiea have thoir eyea about 
them and no work of the nature and dimon- 
aions of the Bizorta Harbor oould be carried 
on without their being advised as to all the 
partioulara with respeob to it. 

QUITE A MISTAKB. 

VVa can aasure our effuaive contemporary 
the Vancouver World that we were nob 
" frightfally mad " because the evening 
paper of this city referred to the nonsensical 

rumor — if there was auch a rumor, which we 
very much question — that " Sir Mackenzie 
liowell intended to have a constituency in 
this section of the Dominion." We do nob 
get " mad " when we aee our oontempor- 
ariea treating silly atoriea aerionaly. 
Our feeling with regard to them 
ia altogether different from modneas, 
frightful or other. Tho journaliata 
who try to make political capital out of 
ridiculous fabrications, or who are ao obild- 
ish as to inform the World what " a little 
bird " told them, cannot do the alightest 
harm to any political party. Tbe effect 
that they do produce is to bring CanOtdian 
journalism Into contempt. Sensible mon, 
let them be over so favorably diaposed to- 
wards them, cannot feel the allghteab re- 
spect for journala which advertlae them- 
selves as being unuttei'ably silly aa well aa 
wholly unreliable.

" Will we have war with Russia t " waa 
the question on every Up when the N.P. R. 
steamer Viotoria left Japan, on .ber voyage 
to this city^which was completed Sunday 
morning. Dr. Freeman, the ship's surgeon, 
believes that tho conflict of the two powers 
is now inavitahle, and passengers by tho just 
arrived steamer endorse his^cntimate of tho 
position oi afiaire. Both nations are, ao- 
cording to the Dootor, advanoing military 
preparations upon an extensive aoalo, and 
those arrangements are not wholly dtfon- 
sivo on oithor aide. In Japan tho rcaorvea 
are being drilled and diaciplined for a call to 
arnia at praotioally a moment's notice, while 
tho grvernmout ia retaining its entire trans- 
port II 3oC and strengthening It by tho addi- 
tion of uumeroua small orsfb of high 
speed which will prove very serviceable in 
the event of an emergency arising. The 
keynote to tho whole difficulty is Russia's 
demand for the vacation of Korea by Japan, 
and little ie now required to bring popular 
opinion on tho subject in Japan to a fighting 
foous. Whether or not Great Britain will 
appear as the ally of Japan is what most 
ooncerns European residents— tho majority 
in Japan seem to think she will. Tho Vic- 
toria, Captain J. Pantnn, R.N.B., command- 
ing, had upwards of 100 paasongera on her 
voyage just complotod, luaidoa a full cargo 
of tea, sugar, rioa and silk, of which 
conaldorablo portion was dlaoharg- 
ed hero.

Oxonham, 
Mra. Morse, Dr. Shaw, Mc. and Mrs, Bag- 
nell, Mr. \'^ataoo, and Llout.-Col. Milne. 
There were also five -a tho second cabin, 
and seventy- one Orientals in the steerage, 
of whom thirty Chinese and fourteen Japan- 
ese landed here. 

About 200 exonraioniata left for Alaska on 
the steamer Queen Sunday night. Of this 
number 107 took pasaage from the Sound 
cities, and tho othera from Victoria. The 
moat prominent of the paasengers composed 
Vice-President Stovonson's party who em- 
barked hero, while among their follow voy- 
agers were Congressman Robert W. Taylor, 
of Ohio ; Warren G. Purdy, vice-president 
and manager of the C., R.I. &, P. railway ; 
George W. Smith, of lilinoia, and Eugene 
F. Land, of San Francisco. 

Tho atoamahip Mount Lebanon, the next 
O R & N. vesael to arrive from the Orient, 
was in Nagahama on July 1,'!. Her second 
engineer had been taken with oholera, and 
it was on his account that the ship was held. 
She was not, however, at that time under 
tho 0. R. & N. Co. charter. 

The Northern steamer Muriel, which re- 
cently struck a rock In Granvillo channel 
and sank, baa been raised succeasfuliy by 
tho Chieftain, and will be brought to Vic- 
toria for repair. 

The down bound Danube passed the atoam 
yacht Eleanor in Queen Charlotte Sound a 
few days ago, the weather at the time being 
all that ia unpleasant.

Cannibalism at tbo New Hebiides- 
Bedprocal Treaty Between Cauada 
and New Zealand. 



Unnecessary Delay in Pacific (^able 
Construction— The " Sno^v and 
Barffeas " Safe 

The wurabip Kitoombi, whoao com- 
mander had been oommiBaioned to thor- 
oughly investigate the reports of maasaores 
in the New Hebrides and to pnniali tkie 
offenders if the f tots were found to be as 
repreaentod, returned to Auatralla Bhortly 
before the R.M.S. Warrlmoo eallcd thence 
ior thia port, On arrival at the eoena of the 
outrode tho aavagos wore found to have flsd, 
and the deserted village was fired upon and 
destroyed. At langoa the chief oame on 
board the Katoombi and informid the com 
mander that aome natives bad oome into 
poBseeaion of firearms and a numbor of oarb 
ridgop, and were bent on Icilling the two 
miaaionarios there. He was so alarmed at 
the attitude taken up by ilieao fanatioa that 
ho asked tho captain of tho warship to in 
torpoao, and this was done, tho firoarniB and 
amniucition eventually being aurrenderod. 
An attacU on n. boat's orow from a labor 
Bohooner was made by Tanna men, and 
when tho Katoomba left the group H.M.S. 
GoUltiooh had gone to inquire into tho mat 
tor. When at Santo the Iviitoomba heard 
of a oaonibal feast, the victims being 
natives. 

KEW XBAIiAND-CAHADIAN TRADE. 

Mr. J. G. Ward, the treaiurer of New 
Zaaland, rooeived a very cordial welcome on 
hia return home from his London and Can 
adian tour. In tho oourae of an Interview 

at Auckland ho Bald that, he thought tho 
pOBaibilitioa of trade with Canada very con 
eiderablo, (quailing thoao of New Zealand 
with Australia. Ho had brought back with

It will 1)9 
laid before the Now Zealand parliament and 
the Dominion pirliaofient aimultanoously 
There ia also reason to believe that Mr. 
^Vard promised a pubaidy of £25,000 to Mr 
James Haddart's Vancouver service on con 
dltion tbati speedier boats are pub on and 
that New Zealand is made a port of call and 
departure."

THE WARKIMOO IN DOCK. 

She Is Badly DamHU't'd but Can (io to Sydney 
for tho Main Ueiialrs. 

H.ivicg diEoharged cirgo at Vancouver 
with all posailile tpced tho R M S. War- 
rinioo roturned at onco to Victoria and be- 
fore dny light yesterday was at anchor in 
Esquimalt harbor. A few hours later she 
enter.,d the dock, which shortly alter noon 
waa pumped dry, the extent of the ii juries 
balog thus reveulid The < tiiolal eurveyora 
wore Capt. CoIUster, inspector of bulla, 
Cape. John Irvine, Mr L»ooy Johnson of 
Vanoouver, and Mr. D Curtmel, the last 
named representing Llryda' Registry, while 
thote previously mentioned attended on be- 
half of the owners and the inturance com- 
panies interested. The damage was found to 
be more extensive than bad been supposed by 
tbo ship'a ctiicerB,bnb what sarprlsed others 
acquainted with the locality where the vea- 
ael went among the rooks was that she had 
eeoaped so luckily. The damatted plates are 
in three distinct groups. The place at the 
bow where she first went on is readily dia- 
tioguisbed by the long furrows bent In the 
plates, evidently by slow steady pressure, 
not sufficient to notably start the rivets, 
and exhibiting no signs of beating, 
for there the ahip waa firmly hold. 
Slightly forward of amidahipa there is 
observable tho most aorioui result of her 
aeoond grouuding. Tho Warrlmoo, it will 
bo remembered, when her bow was worked 
frco elid stern first on another rook, and tho 
place wliero oho then first rested io locitod 
iiy the condition of tho plates, which for a 
ooDsiderablo apace arc all bent and battered, 
with rivetB starting in all direotionB. Then 
a Bucccasion of transverao furrows show how 
she bumped i-.iong, drawn by tho immonao 
force of her propeller, until loaing 
momentum she mode her last 
rest at tho point whore tho 
greatest damage is seen. This, aa before 
stated, is a littio forward of amidahipa, whoro 
on tho starboard side, as ahe roae and fell 
Willi tbo wash of the tide, tho rook pierced 
one of tho plates and bent othera so aa to 
start numeroua riveta. It is at this spot 
that repaira are Immediately necessary, as 
evidenced by the fact that houra after tho 
dock had been pumped out tho water which 
had entered between the two bottoraa waa 
still pouring throngb. In these vessels the 
plates oome out flash with the bottom 
of the keel, and henoe there aro 
many more damaged than would have been 
the case had the keel projected so aa alono 
to bear tho greatest weight. The propeller 
gives startling evidence of the imminence of 
the danger which beaot tho vcasel, about 
twelve or fifteen inches being broken off one 
of the blades, while others are also chipped. 
While the offiolal report of the surveyors 
has not yet been made, and the numbor of 
thouaands of dollars damage oannot yet 1) 3 
stated, it acemod to bo tho general opinion 
yesterday that only a few plates need to bo 
replaced to onablo tho veasol to complete 
her round trip by proceeding to Sydney, 
where another can readily bo chartered for 
the Bucceoding voyage, whilst tho Warrlmoo 
docks for the thorough repaira which evi n 
at Sydney would probably give steady work 
for a month.

An Iiitcrcstinu and Iiistrnctlve Experi- 
ment With a NoetUo and a Coin. 

We know that eteel is mncli harder 
than nickel or silver, but a steol noodle 
is so vi'iy slender that it sooms iiupossi- 
lilii to fnrco it through :i coin. Tlio I'oat, 
however, is very siniplo and may easily 
be occomplished. 

The firiit thing is to insert a needle 
In a cork so tliat the point barely comes 
through. If the larger end of the needle

T. \V. Glovor complained that ho had, 
whllo walking on the aidowalk at Victoria 
Weat, been struck and injured by c atreot 
car, 'This occurred by roaaon of thu tiaok 
running close to the sidewalk. Ue asked 
for oompeDsatlon. 

Ald. Humphrby remarked that since the 
acoident another sidewalk had been properly 
laid. The old sidewalk and tho rails hud 
been laid before that portion of the city bad 
been taken within the limits. 

The matter waa referred to the street 
committee to Investigate. 

G. A. Hanking wanted to explain to the 
oity a new process for purifyint; water with 
a viaw to the city adopting it. The oost 
would be about $.5,000 for every million 
gallooa of water. The water committee and 
comuilBsioner will report.

Aid. Wilson and Partridge in support 
said that the wagon was necessary, not only 
for exeroleing but to carry extra hose.

B. C. FISHERIES. 



Arrival of Domiulon Commissioner 
Prince -ITavorably Impressed 
With Fraser Biver Interest. 

(Convinced Tliat New Fisheries Can Be 
Introdneed— Satisfactory Besalts 
Likely to Follow. 



Vancooveb, Aug. 12 —(Speoial)— Profes- 
sor Prince, Dominion Commissioner of Fish- 
eries, said to your correapondent In refer- 
ence to hie present inveatigation of the fiah- 
ories of Hritish Columbia : " My trip was 
undertaken under tho inatruotions of tho 
Hon, the Miniater of Marino and Fisberios, 
in response to repeated representations by 
members of the federal parliamont, for 
this province. Since my arrival 
three weeks ago, I have already 
inspected tho Niaa, Skoena, and Northern 
waters and partially tho Frag'er, not only 
with reference to the valuable aalmon In- 
dufltry, but alao tho aea fisheries in general. 
I have baen iniproaaod with tho entorpriao 
aud eliioioncy of those engaged in tho salmon 
industry in Britieh Columbia. The c'.ean- 
linoba tf the canneries overywhero 1 wont 
wtia roniurk>vble, iitid tho canneries of tho 
provin o deserve every commondatioD. 
Tho oannors u illiogly rondored mach help 
in Uiy Incjuiry, and I have already accumu- 
lated valuable information aud a largo col- 
lection of epoclmona of fishes of all kinds, 
including fry, which I belln-a has never been 
before obtained by any fishing export. Such 
spoolmena aro of groat value in dotormhiing 
the migration, food, breeding grounds, 
otc , of such fish. It is my 
improaaion that the fisheries of British Col- 
umbia are capable of immense developmeuD, 
I shall report to the Hon. Minister of Marine 
and Fisheries in what direction tbe fisheries 
ciu bo helped and extended, and I am oon- 
vincod that now fiahorles may bs Intro- 
duood by tbe planting, for instance, 
of lobsters at favorabla points. 
Tho foaaibility of establlahiog beds 
of largo Kaetorn oyators is occupying 
my attention during my tour. I have already 
been upon the Fraaer river, but intend to 
devoted the whole of tho proaont week to 
further investigation on thia river, which will 
bo extended to tho upper waters. From my 
aotual obeorvationa I am convinced in many 
roapocts that the fishery regulations in the 
province need roviaing. Prof. Prince ie tho 
only fishery commisBionor in tho Dominion, 
boing hoad of that department, and, as 
several canncra havo said, hia visit ia euro 
to bo of substantial benefit to this province.
